“He can go to the bridewell for a change

“That is if ne is a little felon or has done 
just a little thing—not enough to send him 
to the Reform School. Weare going to try 
to put a stop to this jail and bridewell busi- 
ness by rescuing these boys before they can 
get to either—before they commit a crime or 
are sentenced for a misdemeanor. A 
State law provides for the establishment of 

waning schools for dependent 
boys, but does not provide for their main- 
fenance. A year and a half ago some of the 
citizens of ‘Chicago secured a charter under 
the State law and started the III.

Park, to be maintained by volun- 
tary contributions. Before this there 
was no place in Illinois where homeless and 
dependent boys in danger of becoming crim- 
inals could be sent to be trained into being 
useful citizens. A bill was presented to the 
last Legislature asking the State to provide 
such a home, but it was not passed. The 
Humane Society here has been looking after 
these boys, but did not know what to do with 
them, and often boys who had committed no 
crime were sent to the County Jail or bride- 
well because there were no other roofs to re- 
teive them.

“At last we took the matter into our own 
hands, Secured. the charter, got a board of 
Directots, made Mrs. Harrison superintend- 
ent, and rented the old hotel at Norwood for 
e home.“?

“Any boy who frequents any street. alley, or 
other place for the purpose of begging; every 
boy who shall have no permanent place of 
abode, proper parental care, or guardianship;

have been given a light sentence; they could 
not mix with the dependent boys to corrupt 
them would yet be removed from the jail 
and bridewell. Ifa boy was convicted of a 
crime he could be transferred to the Reform 
School; or, if found innocent and dependent, 
sent richt over to another cottage. There 
would be no break in his study and work 
from the time of being arrested.” 

That sounds like an ideal plan.“

we have the money. I guess the boys will 
be able to make all the brooms needed in the 
house, mend their own shoes, and do carpen- 
ter work such as we need here. These were 
started only last week.“ The boys were al- 
ready working away for dear life as if they 
enjoyed it, though the immense plant at the 
Reform School would have put their little ef- 
forts to shame. 

Up-stairs nearly a hundred boys were in 
two school-rooms under the care of two wom- 
en teachers. They ranged from 3 to 14 years 
ot age. They had a little exhibition of sing- 
ing, rendering Marching Tbrough Georgia“ 
in fine style, with a drum accompaniment. 
The work on the blackboard showed them to 
be studying the rudiments of reading, writ- 
ing, and arithmetic. . " 

But what struck me most was the fact that 
their faces were of the same ype as those 
seen in thé} Some were old-looking, hag- 
gard, shrewd, cynical; but open and honest 
enough. A large number had round faces, 
full of color and boyish mischief and genuine 
enjoyment of the occasion. I remarked this 
difference to Mr. Dudley. 

“ You can pick out the boy who has been 
here any length of time by that. They grad- 
ually lose that hunted look and look like boys, 
because they come to feel that some one cares 
torthem. They don’t know how to take or- 
dinary kindnéss and civility at first. Their 
bodies fill out, too.”’ 

Nearly every fourth boy has a wrinkled 
forehead—lines and seams clear across what 
should have been smooth and fair—and dis- 
figuring frowus and crowsfeet—the resuit 
of hard, neglected lives. I could have cried 
for the pity of it; every line means neglect. 
suffering, repression. 

„There is a boy whose face was as seamed 
as any here six months ago.”

“after we teach them to expect kindness 
as their natural right and heal their sick 
minds and bodies we get homes for them 
and they are fitted to fall naturally into fam-

could be saved if we had room and means, 
and we will get provisioa for them. This is 
a matter that concerns the community.“ 

THE HOME. 

Wewent back across the tracks to the 
„home, the old hotel, to which nothing has 
deen done except to furnish it with dormi- 
tory and dinjng-room furniture. A little li- 
brary has been fitted up and a parlor. A 
rude building foran armory hall has been 
erected, and the boys presented with a un- 
form for drills by Mrs. Whipple Wallace. 
There are now 103 in the institution, its ut- 
most capacity. The boys are dressed in warm 
but ola clothing, which has been donated. 

“TI can use anything sent here, even to a 
dishcloth,” said Mrs. Harrison.

Career. 

The Rev. Dr. George C. Noyes of Evanston 
died yesterday afternoon at 3o0’clock. The 
cause of his death was pneumonia, compli- 
cated with heart faiiure. 


FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH OF EVANSTON. 
ano the 500 members of his fiock will 
testify their appreciation of his character and 
services at his funeral Thursday. 

From the church which twenty years ago had 
but thirty-five members two other congregations 
have been organized. One of them, the Congre- 
gational Church of South Evanston, is nowin a 
flourishing condition, with a membership ex- 
ceeding 300, 

Dr. Noyes was a teacher who never preached 
to empty benches. His church was always 
thronged, no matter how inclement the weather. 
While he was a strong believer in the Presby- 
terian faith, his sermons were seldom confined 
to doctrinaj points. For his texts living issues 
were chosen. For hypocrisy he had an utter 
contempt, and was fearless in denouncing all 
forms of it. Sin he hated, but for the sin- 
ner he had charity and forbearance. For 
the higher types of Christian manhood 
and womanhood, for morality and human kind- 
ness, he had natural and profound sympathy. 
An old friend speaking of Dr. Noyes yesterday 
ald: He was a good father and husband, an 
upright man, a charitable teacher, and an honest 
citizen. What more could be said of any man?” 
Dr. Noyes was a Christian gentleman of sincere 
and deep convictions, but broad in his views and 
tolerant of the opinions of others, even when 
they differed widely from his own. He had a pe- 
culiar charm and grace of manner which en- 
deared him to all who knew him, and among lay- 
men he was one of the most popular clergymen 


ever known in Chicago. Yet he never made any 


sacrifice of his principles to gain popularity, nor 
abated anything from his dignity as aman or a 
clergyman, 

Dr. Noyes died at eight minutes after 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. The disease which proved 
fatal was a complicated one, pneumonia being 
most prominent. He took to his bed one week 
ago. Before doing so he had complained of a

of which organization he was a prominent mem- 
ver. For forty hours preceding the dissolution 
Dr. Noyes had been unconscious, Shortly after 
8 o'clock yesterday he returned to consciousness 
and was permitted to take one last iook at the 
faces of his family gathered about his bedside.

The dying man feebly nodded his head, a smile 
lighted up his face, the muscles relaxed, and the 
long sleep had begun. 

There is not a man, Woman, or child in Evans-

poured into the bereaved household all day long 
with messages Of respect and inquiry and later 
of condolence. Dr. Noyes was as well known 
among the lowly as among the higher classes. 
The children returning from school gathered 
about the parsonage until told that their old 
friend had passed away. Then they departed in 
sadness and in tears. 

Dr. Noyes was greatly interested in literature 
and music. He was for aterm President of the 
Chicago Literary Club—a high honor—and his

As a rule he who buys a vote will sell his own. 
For the purpose of correcting to some extent the 
evils which now exist I would recommend that 
‘our election laws be revised in order to prevent, 
as far as possible, all frauds and bribery. [ 
would call your attention particularly to the 
consideration of the necessity of legislation in 

20 several matters not embraced in our 
election laws: 

1. N is the duty of the General Assembly un- 
det the 95th section of our Constitution to pro- 
vide for the registration of all persons entitled to 
vote.” This amendment has been in force since 
March 14 1881, but no law has yet been enacted, 
and the Constitution has been disregarded. I rec- 
ommend that provision be made for a full and 
fair registration of all legal voters, where the 
rights of each elector can be investigated before 
the day of election. Any person who shall hire 

‘or prevent any elector from being duly registered 
should be subjected to fine and imprisonment. 

2. Limit the number of electors to each elec- 


ton preeinct, s0 us to not exceed 300 voters. 


. Provides that every precinct shall be sur- 
roundea and protected by some kind of barriers 
or guard rails which will prevent all persons ex- 
cept the person voting from approaching nearer 
than forty or fifty feet to the inspectors, judges, 
and clerks of election and make the infraction of 
this rule a misdemeanor punishable by fine. 

4. Provides that the buying or offering to buy 
the vote of any elector, directly or indirectly, or 
by any subterfuge or evasion or pretense, or by 
hiring any person to work for the election of any 
candidate at the polls, shall be criminal, with 
the penalty of disfranchisement for life to the 
briber and the bribed. and for a second of- 
fense, after conviction, let the penalty be not 
less than two years in the State Prison. Men 
who will thus pollute and corrupt the ballot are 
not worthy of exercising the elective franchise 
nud should never be trusted. I suggest that it 
might be policy to exempt witnesses from pun- 
ishment in bribery cases where they may be im- 
plicated. It will be almost impossible to convict 
the guilty briber without such exemption. 

5. Make it unlawful and criminal for any po- 
litical convention or committee to demand, ex- 
act, or receive any assessment or contribution 
from any candidate for office, and provide the 
penalty of disfranchisement for life to the 
member or members of such convention or com- 
mittee who may demand or attempt to enforce 
such assessment or contribution. No office shall 
be placed beyond the reach of the poorest man 
in the State. Nominations now are said to have

impressive ceremonies of installation into office 
of all the State officers excepting the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, whose term does 
not expire for two years yet. It is a practical 
exhibition, and you have witnessed it with your 
own eyes, of the principles of our Constitution ap- 
plied to government in every-day affairs. The 
incumbents change—in the instance of State 
Governor every four years. The station to 
which I am now chosen, Mr. Chief Justice, for- 
tunately does not require the administration of 
an oath.

The parade was not to be measured by its 
size, but its enthusiasm was such that it did 
not heed the slush. The :authorities vainly 
endeavored to scrape the mud off the 
streets, and swept them apologetically, but 
the soldier boys did pot mind it, and 
the spectators were equally indifferent, real- 
izing that inaugural ceremonies only occur 
once in four years and that the present op- 
portunity was not to be allowed to pass with- 
out full advantage being taken of it. It 
was the largest displey of the militia 
all things considered, evér seen at the inaug- 
uration of a Governor in the city. The Fift

They formed by companies at the Leland, 
where the State officers with their families 
in carriages were taken into line, the order 
being a battalion in front and a battalion in 
the rear of the carriages. At the 
Executive grounds the battalion was 
formed fronting the mansion, and 
as Governor-elect Fifer . descended 
the steps to enter the carriage the militia 
presented arms.

“Private Joe” started up the steps 
again to comply with the request, but, 
suddenly changing his mind, he made an- 
swer that the Governor would soon be on 
hand and tacing about clambered into the 
carriage, where Milton Hay and Gov.

If 
either one of them can secure the in- 
dorsement of Col. Davis and W. J. Camp- 
bell and is satisfactory to the party gener- 
ally, possessing all the qualifications, he can 
come down here and get his commission.

The Prussian Landtag Formally Opened by 
the Emperor. 

Beruix, Jan. 14.— The Landtag was opened 
today. The Emperor, in his speech opening 
the session, declared that all the foreign re- 
lations of the country were friendly. He 
said that during his recent visits to friendly 
sovereigns he gained the conviction that 
Germany might confidently cherish the hope 
of peace, and that the continued biessings of 
peace are shown in a gratifving manner by 
the improved economic situation of artisans, 
and that the financial position of the country 
was satisfactory.

DAN DOUGSHERTY’S SILVER TONGUE, 


It Wags at Central Music-Hall to the De- 
light of a Great Audience. 

Daniel Dougherty of Philadelphia, the well 
known orator, known especially tor his ready 
fiow of happy thoughts and appropriate words, 
entertained an audience that filled every chair 
and crowded the aisies at Central Music-Hall 
last evening with a discourse, not 4a lecture, on 
„The Stage. There were both friends and ene- 
mies of the stage in the house, and both claimed 
the speaker as belonging to them. Yet he did 
not straddle the question. As a lover of the 
Muse,” and the dramatic: Muse especially, 
whom he placed abeve all her sisters, 
he defended her from the indiscriminat- 
in assaults made upon her by persons 
2 honesty and desire for purity overshadow 
their judgment. Yet, he criticised her, not as a 
lover but more like a brother, which he could do, 
not being wedded to her, though closely allied by 
inclinations and associations. It would be his 
province, he said, to vindicate the stage, yet de- 
nounce its degradation; uphold the dignity of the 
profession, yet criticise the follies of some of 
its most gifted representatives. ‘ That the stage 
as at present conducted is imperfect,” he said, 
“its tendency in the main is corrupt, that on and 
around it are gathered evils which moralists 
must mourn and Christians condemn, is em- 
phatically true. But because of the evils that 
surround it shall we destroy it? Shall we not 
rather rescue it from the degradation and restore 
it to its legitimate distinction? Shall we uproot 
all the vines because some men get drunk on 
wine!“ . 

He described the degradation of actors during 
the past, when they were treated as vagabonds, 
and the Continental Congress of the United 
States adopted resolutions denouneing them and 
all who promoted or attended stage plays. He 
sang the praises of the mimic art as ‘he highest 
of all the imitative arts. He denounced farce, 
burlesque, sensational plays, and in general a 
stage where the skill of the carpenter takes the 
place of the genius of the actor and the brush of 
the painter that of the pen of the poet. 

“The ‘Black Crook’ ran for eighteen months 
in New York without interruption, and tne 
manager retired upon a fortune. At the same 
time Shakspeare's Winter s Tale was brought 
out with elaborate preparations. It ran for one 
week and barely paid expenses. This dearth 


to the stage. The present condition of things 
was much to be lamented. When the stage de- 
cayed the Roman Empire tottered and fell. 

Mr. r of Italian opera and said 
it could not take the place“ of the legitimate 
drama He described the fashionable scenes 
in the boxes and added: Ladies laugh at situa- 
tions which it is tobe hoped they do not under- 
stand, forif they did they should blush and re- 
tire in order to save their reputations. It be- 
comes every public spirited man and every re- 
fined woman to rise andcondemn the present 
degraded condition of the stage. After all, upon 
the people it depends whether the stage shall 
pursue its downward 2 — or rise again to nobler 
hights. Intellect and respectability cannot de- 
stroy, but they can reform it. 

The discourse was interspersed with recita- 
tions, anecdotes, and personal reminiscences of 
the lives of great actors like Edmund Kean and 
Edwin Forrest. The anecdotes were told with a 
humor that was original as well as entertaining. 

The discourse was given under the auspices of 
the Young Men's Catholic Union, — organtz .- 
tion recently formed by delegates from the vari- 
ous societies attached to the Catholic churches, 
“for the moral, mental, and physical improve- 
ment of the Catholic young men of Chicago.” 
Archbishop Feehan introduced the speaker and 
„spoke some words of earnest encouragement and 
praise to the young men who had organized the 
union. The audience was intelligent and appre- 
ciative. It consisted for the most part of per- 
sons of Irish parentage, although it contained 
many well known persons not belonging to that 
category.

‘The annual meeting of the Board of Trade was 
bed yesterday afternoon in the Call Board 
r¢om, about 150 members attending. President 

1 L. Hutchinson presided. Reports of the 
fiy-ancial condition of the board were read by 

retary Stone. Charles L. Hutchinson re- 

as Treasurer to Feb. 5, 1888, receipts and 
bursements of $43,380.05. Joha C. Black. 
asurer since Feb, 5, reported: Receipts to 
close of the fiscal year, Jan. 7. 1889, 267. 
47; expenditures, 260.682. 70; balance on 
bend, %6.472.77. The Treasurer reported that 
checks amounting to $1,111.12 were outstanding. 
Tue financial statement of the Board of Directors 
18 briefly as follews: 

One thousand nine hundred and twenty annual 
assessments at $90, $172,800; other assessments

 ~ aa total receipts from all sourves, $242, - 
118. . 

The total disbursements on account of interest 
on bonds, expenses. taxes, etc.. were $223,462.66: 
balance on hand, $19,315.39. The directors con- 
gratulated the board on its improved financial 
condition. Bonds of the organization to the 
amount of $50,000 had been purchased and can- 
celed, and the report recommended that an 
equal sum be expended in this way each year 
until the indebtedress of the board should be 
reduced to $1,000,000, when it should be refunded 
into 4 per cent bonds. 

The report recommends that the Call Board 
room be converted into offices, and that the 
tower be removed and three floors of offices con- 
structed above exchange hall. It would be 

tter to incréase the revenues of the board in 
this way than totry to derive too great an in- 
come from the sale of our market quotations.” 

Mr. Hutchinson introduced his successor, say- 
ing that he wus glad to surrender the honors and 
responsibilities of the office of President to one 
so worthy and capable of bearing them. Mr. W. 
S. Seaverns, the incoming President, was re- 
ceived with applause. In the course of a brief 
address he said that the financial condition of the 
board was a matter for general congratulation. 
He trusted that in order that this favorable con- 
agition might continue his administration would 
receive the hearty codperation of every member. 
Mr. Seaverns urged the necessity of bringing in- 
fifence to bear on the railroads and other inter- 
ests to prevent discriminations against the grain 
trade of Chicago. The fact that the extraordinary 
fluctuations in prices during the year were un- 
attended by any serious financial difficulty was 
sufficient evidence of the stability and prosperity 
of all the interests represented in the board. It 
should be the pride of members, individually and 
collectively, to maintain this high standard. 

The incoming First Vice-President, E W.

TRYING TO BUY A SENATOR | 


DELAWARE DEMOCRATS RESORT TO 
DESPERATE TACTICs. 

An Attempt Said to Have Been Made to 
Bay Two Republican Legisiators, Whose 
Votes Would Be Sufficient to Elect a 
Democratic United States Seuator— 
Senator Quay Informed of the Plan 

n agg, any Deny the Story.

Democrats to effect a deal with certain Re- 

publican members. Two are all that are 

needed for the Democrats to control the 

Legislature and enable the consummation 

ot a political game the like of which has t ot 


_been heard of for years. It has been known 


for several days that the Democrats have 
been seriously considering an effort to swing 
two Republican votes, and agents have been 
abroad to ascertain if that many were ap- 
proachable. 

In an article tonight the Wilmington Fern- 
ing Journal says that three well-known Dela- 
ware Democratic politicians, Col. E. T. 
Cooper, J. Alfred Collins, and Register Mo- 
Whorter, met Willham Linn, a Philadelphia 
Republican, and confided to him the scheme 
to capture enough votes to elect a Democratic 
Senator. 

THE PROPOSED PLAN. . : 

The report goes on tosay that Mr. Linn was 
playing with the Democrats, for he had lo- 
cated in an afijoining room Frank Willing 
Leach, private secretary to Senator M. S. 


Quay and Assistant Secretary of the Repub- 


lican National Committee, who prompt- 
ly reported to Quay. Quay at 
once notified John  Saulsbury, the 
nephew of the present Senator, that if he 
had a hand in any further negotiations the 
whole scheme would be exposed. Then Mr. 
Linn sent word to the others that the whole 
deal was off, and it has led to no end of gos- 
sip tonight. John F. Saulsbury has told the 
story as it appears above, and its publication 
has led to much bitterness between the Sauls- 
bury and Wolcott men. 


THROWING THE BLAME UN SAULSBURY. 

The Wolcott men, who, by the way, are 
favorable to Bayard, blame John F. Saulsbury 
with getting on the inside of the plan and 
then betraying it to Senator Quay, who was 
as liable to lay a trap to entrap the 
conspirators. Saulsbury's motive in this is 
clear now, as it is finally apparent 
that with tightly drawn factional lines 
he would certainly get no more than seven, 
and probably not more than six, of the four- 
teen Democratic votes. The Wolcott men 
could probably, on the other hana, throw 
eight of the Democratic members for uny 
man they might indicate. The price that 
common rumor says the Democrats are will. 
ing to pay for the Senatorship was $15,000 
for two Republican votes. 

A -gentieman who is here tonight from 
Washington as the trusted agent of Senator 
Gray, and through him of Secretary of State 
Bayard, said: 1 do not believe that such a 
thing could be accomplished, even if any 
candidate was willing to enter into it. 
I have beard no end of talk among Demo- 
crats of the feasibility of such a scheme, but 
I have discountenanced it, and if it has been 
attempted it has been done by those who had 
no authority to make a deal.’’ 

A Republican, when asked whether it was 
possible forthe Democrats to buy two Re- 
publican votes, said: Buy two Republican 
votes? The two men who do it will go home 
in their coffins if they do.“ 

DENYING THE STORY. 

The scare over the story was sufficient to 
attract attention outside of the State, and 
Candidate Treat and some other candidates 
receiyed dispatches from Treasurer Dudley 
ef the National Committee urging them 
to do everything to unite the Republican 
strength on some good man tonight and thus 
avoid danger. Col. Cooper, who is charged 
with being one of the trio who approached 
Mr. Linn, denied tonight that he had any 
hand in the deal. “It is true,” said 


he, “that I was in Philadelphia Saturday | 


and again yesterday, and I saw Mr. Linn, 
whom I kuow as a Republican and as the 
representative of Ivison, Blakeman & Tay- 
lor, with ; offices in the Bullitt Build- 
ing. He said he was coming down 
to Dover today to see the Republic- 
ans elect a Senator. I told him 


that I would see him there, and that is all 


that passed. I know nothing of any effort 

to buy or induce Republican members to vote 

for a Democrat. I do know that John F. 

Saulsbury went to Washington Saturday, but 

I don’t know what took him there.”’ 
ANOTHER PLAN. 

Another story is that enough Democratic 
members of the House have been found to 
vote for a certain Republican aspirant 0 
elect him. The Republicans only have two 
majority on joint ballot. At least two 
Republican members of the Legisla- 
ture have deen found who declare 
that under no consideration Will 
they vote for Charles H. Treat tor Senator, 
even though he should be the caucus nom- 
nee. That virtually takes Treat out of the 
fight, although the appearance of a double- 
column advertisement in a Wilmington pa- 
per Saturday has done much to weaken 
his chances. The advertisement was tlie 
most remarkable thing of the kind ever 
seen or heard of. It was eleven inches long, 
two columns wide, and read as follows, 
heavy type being used: ‘Senatorial argu- 
ments. Below find pictures of Charles H. 
Treat’s factories, located in Georgetown, 
Sussex County. [Two electrotypes, two and 
a half by four inches.] They are chock full of 
men, women, and children—happy in earning 
a good living. We can stand a few more of 
the same kind. What Delaware wants is 
performance and not promise, and here you 
have it.“ This advertising for the Senator- 
ship has astonished every one, and is looked 
‘upon as the last violent effort of the man 
from Sussex. 

Eariy this evening there were indications 
that the caucus would last all night, and even 
the most sanguine do not look for an agreée- 
ment until some time Tuesday morning. 
There are some who predict that the caucus 
will not settle the fight, and that it will be 
taken to the floor of the House. That course is 
deemed dangerous when the small margin is 
considered. The Democrats, it is thought, 


- will cast a solid vote for Mr. Bayard for the 


Senatorship. Treat out of the contest leaves 
the field to Smithers, Massey, and Higgins. 
ne fight between Massey and Smithers is 
said to be real, and the latter is quoted as 
speaking of the tormer in terms that would 
mean fightin otber circles of society. That 
leaves Higgins in a better condition than 


ever on the surface.

At mid- 
night the twenth-sixth baliot was taken with- 
out change. 7 

Jan. 15—1 a. m.—Another ballot has just 
been taken, showing eight votes for Massey. 
The votes for the other candidates were not 
apnounced. Massey needs only one more 
vote to nominate. 

Dover, Del., Jan. 15—1:30.—Thirtieth bal- 
lot: Massey, 8; Treat, 5; Smithers, 8; Hig- 
gins, 1. As the fourteen Democrats are pos- 
siply evenly divided between Wolcott and 
Saulsbury, Senator Dorman being the uncer- 
tain quantity, neither faction cared to vent- 
ure a ballot. At 11:30 p. m. the Democratic 
caucus adjourned tentatively to await the 
action of the Republicans.

TAXATION OF RAILROAD PROPERTY. 


Extreme Measure Being Pushed by Farm- 
ers in the Dakota Legislature. 

Bismarck, Dak., Jan. 14.— [Special. — The 
memorial to Congress providing for the di- 
vision of the Territory and admission of two 
States at once was presented to the Governor 
for his signaturetoday. Gov. Church will 
give the memorial his speedy approval. Ar- 
rangements are being made for the holding 
of the constitutional conventions for North 
and South Dakota, the only difference of 
opinion being as to where they should be lo- 
cated. 

As the Legislature will adjourn March 8, 
it will be a aifficult task to get a Republican 
Governor on the ground before the body 
adjourns. The proposition to compel rail- 
road, telegraph, sleeping-car, and express 
companies to report a list of their property 
and providing that the same shall be taxed 
as all other property, has caused a lively 
rustling in Northwestern railroad circles, 
and the fight between the farmer members 
and the ruilroaa representatives will be a 
bitter one, unless the Grangers retreat from 
their extreme position. A bill imposing a 
tax on insurance companies and compelling 
them to report in certain form has been in- 
troduced. 

Several prominent woman suffragists ar- 
rived today, and an effort will be made to in- 
duce Miss Frances E. Willard to come to 
Bismarck to aid in lobbying through a bill 
granting woman the right to vote. A wom- 
an suffragist bill passed the Legislature four 
years ago, but was vetoed by Gov. Pierce, 
and it is claimed that over a majority of the 
present members are in favor of the meas- 


ure. 

The bill requiring a residence of one year 
before beginning action for divorce has been 
reported favorably by the committee, and 
the bill for the adoption of the Australian 
system of voting is gaining ground rapidly. 
All legislation is being framed with a view 
toeariy Statehood and with the understand- 
ing that this will be the last session of the 
Territorial Legislature.

‘Agent Leman, who knows Mr. Gould and 
his tamily well, sad: I have heard that the 
death of Mrs. Gould has prostrated Mr. 
Gould. He thought everything of her, I 
know, and had been under a severe nervous 
strain during her illness. Whether his ill- 
ness is dangerous I cannot say.“

of Mrs. Gould, which will be held at the fam- 
iiy home, No. 579 Fifth avenue, at 9:30 0’ciock 

ednesday morning. The Rev. Dr. John H.

Moonlight in Wyoming—Mormonism No Bar 
to Statehood—New Jersey Politics. 

Frank Wolcott of Wyoming was at the Leland 
yesterday.

PRESIDENT STICK NEY’S IDEAS ON THE 
RECENT NEW YORK AGREEMENT. 
He Thinks It Will Be Found Impracticable 

—The Weak Points Shown—His Remedy 
—The Discrimination Against Chicago 
Packers May Result in a Boycott—The 
Showing of the East-Bound Shipments 
Causes Some Charges of Manipulation— 

Freight in Transit—Notes. 


The fact that President A. B. Stickney of the 
Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City Railroad has 
submitted to the banking firms in New York & 
plan of his own for a railroad organization or 


combination which he thinks will fill the bill 


better than the one just adopted has already 
been mentioned in the New York dispatches. In 
his letter explaining his position President 
Stickney expresses the fear that the effect of the 
agreement adopted last week will be inconse- 
quential. It deals too much in “glittering gen- 
eralities,“ he says, and does not go to the root of 
the disease. He continues: 

It is self-evident that before reasonable, uni- 
form, and remunerative rates can be maintained 
such rates must be ascertained and established, 
To establish such rates and then put them in 
effect is the first step. The public mind as- 
sumes that such rates have been ascertained; 
that they are fully agreed to and understood; 
and that nothing is easier than to put them in 
effect and maintain them; that it is merely an 
act of volition; that the Presidents have merely 
to order it in good faith and itis accomplished, 
This is the theory of the contract of Jan. 1 and 
to a large extent of the plan adopted yesterday. 
This is a superficial view. It does not fairly con- 
sider the magnitude of the subject and does not 
consider at all the underlying principles which 
controi the business and are more powerful than 
Presidents. Let us consider the magnitude of a 
tariff of freight rates alone, 

“A railway system of 5,000 miles will have, ap- 
proximately, 80 stations. To make a rate on 
one class of goods on such a road between all 
stations will require 800 times 400 rates, or 320,- 
000 separate and distinct rates. Inthe Western 
classification there are ten classes, hence, to 
make rates on the ten classes specifled in the 
classification on 5,000 miles of road, it will require 
3,200,000 separate rates. ln addition to this there 
ure in the West 108 special commodity rates, 
which, added tothe 3,200,000 rates before men- 
tioned, make the enormous number of 128,000,000, 
which gives a grand total of 131,200,000 local rates 
on asystem of 5,000 miles of railway. Add to these 
the joint rates in connection with ali other 
roads, and by the same method of 
com putation on about 50,000 miles of 
railway covered by .the proposed agreement, 
there must be worked out the enormous aggre- 
gate of 3,619,000,000 rates. A man counting 100 in 
@ minute, 6,000 in an hour, 60,000 in a day of ten 
hours, 18,000,000 in a year, would require over 200 
yearsto count them. Such tariffs never have 
and never can be worked in detail. At present 
mileage tariffs are printed, governing the busi- 
ness between all important stations on the same 
road. Between important stations on different 
roads the sum of the locals is the rate. Terminal 
tarifis from important points, such as Chicago, 
Miiwaukee, St. Paul, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Peoria, etc., to all stations on, each line are made; 
then joint tariffs from important points on one 
rod to important points on other roads. Import- 
ant points in one locality, though 100 miles 
or more distant from each other, are grouped, 
and will bear the same rate. Mileage tariffs are 
on ahigher plane than terminal tariffs in the 
same district; mileage and terminal tariffs in one 
State higher than in adjoining states; and joint 
tariffs between important points much higher 
than joint tariffs between unimportant points. 
This leads to confusion and dissatisfaction, both 
as between the companies and as between the 
companies and the people. This principle, or 
rather want of principlé,in. making tariffs fre- 
quently results ia the most unexpected and glar- 
ing inconsistencies and discriminations, and is 
the fruitful source of dissatisiaction amongst the 
customers ot the railways; forces cutting and 
“manipulation” of rates, and is the justification 
in the minds of the people for that class of legis- 
lation known as Granger laws.”’ 

The remedy, in Mr. Stickney’s judgment, is the 
foundation stone on which an agreement can be 
buiit up successfully. Any agreement which ig- 
nores this fundamental principle of a just basis 
lor making rates, he says, will prove a rope of 
sand, incapable of holding the companies to- 
gether, sustaining rates, or in any manner ma- 
terialily improving the situation. This remedy, 
he thinks, will be found in discovering and agree- 
ing upon the proper basis of rates. At present 
there is no such basis uniformly admitted and 
understood alike. Ifa merchant had a stock of 
goods consisting of many millions of different 
commodities he would give his trusted 
assistants the invoices of cost, with gen- 
eral instructions that on certain 
classes of goods he wanted, say 5 per cent protit, 
on certain other classes 10, 15, 20 or 25 per cent 
profit. They would be marked,accordingly. The 
same plan seems to be in Mr. Stiekney's opinion 
the simple and obvious method for making a 
railroad tariff, which is simply marking the sell- 
ing price of transportation for the guidance of 
freight and contracting agents. In making rail- 
road rates at present little reference is made to 
cost. There is no recognized principle or rule 
for ascertaining the proper rate. Every rate is 
made by guess, and where there are thousands 
of men guessing it should not be surprising 
they sbould guess differently,

The Amendments to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Act Should Be Passed. 

THE COMMERCIAL EXCHANGE OF PHILADEL- 
PHIA, PHILADELPHIA, Pa.. Jan. 10.—At a meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors of this exchange 
held this date the following preamble and reso- 
lutions were adopted: 

“ WHEREAS, Senate bill No. 2,851, amendatory 
of the act regulating inter-State commerce, pro- 
viding the penalty of increased fine and impris- 
onment for the violauou of said law, adopted by 
the Senate and passed by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, with certein amendments, during the 
last session of Congress, remains unacted upon 
in charge of the conference committee to which 
it was referred; and 

‘WHEREAS, The ding measure bas received 
the official approval of nearly every commercial 
body in the country, of merchants generally. and 
even of the carriers, as well as of both Houses of 
Congress, excepting as to the disagreement on 
the partof the Senate to the House amend- 
ments; and 

‘* WHEREAS, The abuses and corrupt practices 
which the bill is intended and calculated to pre- 
vent continue to the detriment and hindrance of 
legitimate trade; therefore, be it 

solved, by the Commercial Exchange of 
Philadelphia, That, in consideration of the rapid 
approach of the close of the last session of the 
present Congress, it views with alarm the pos- 
sible failure of this necessary, just, and benefi- 
cent measure. 

* Resolved, That any amendments for the im- 
provement of the Inter-State Commerce law not 
preceded by the enactment of the punitive pro- 
visions of the bill under consideration would 
prove futile. 

“ Kesolved, That merchants as a class so sel- 
dom ask for legislation that their requests are 
entitled to reasonably prompt consideration, 
and when (as in this instance) they are also in 
the interests of all honest citizens and of public 
morality their petitions are entitled to favorable 
action without unreasonable delay. 

** Henolved, That the slight differences on the 
measure between the two Houses of Congress 
could and ought to be easily reconciled. 

“ Hesolved, That the exchange would gladly 
accept the measure as it came from the Senate; 
but, having waited so long for much-needed re- 
lief from intolerable injustice, it wants the bill 
without further delay with or without the House 
amendments. 

* Resolved, That the honorabie conference com- 
mitte on the bill and the honorabie Senate and 
House of Representatives are respectfully but 
earnestly urged to take immediate and favorable 
action upon Senate bill No. 2,851, to the end that 
the work of the last eighteen months in the di 
rection of reformation in transportation methods 
may not be lost by the termination of the pres- 
ent Congress without action.“

It Will Tap Valuable Coal Lands. 

STLUBENVILLE, O., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—There 
was spread on the county records today a vol- 
umipous mortgage given by the Wheeling, Lake 
Erie & Pittsburg Coal Company, through Benja- 
min F. Ham, President, and George W. Little, 
Secretary and Treasurer, to the Mercantile Trust 
Company of New York to secure the payment in 
gold and semi-aunnuai interest at 5 per cent of 
1,000 thirty-year bonds of $1,000 each. The coal 
company was recently incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey, and the agreement was en- 
tered into Dec. 29last. Through agents it has ob- 
tained ownership of 6,000 acres of coal lands 
in the southern part of this county, along what 
is known us the Short Creek Valley and consid- 
ered the richest deposit of what is commonly 
known as Pittsburg coal and geologically known 
as vein No.8 in Eastern Ohio. A railroad was 
surveyed through the fleld thirty years ago, but 
no prespect of development appeared until last 
summer, when two railroads began tbe construc- 
tion of their lines to Wheeling. The Cleveland 
& Wheeling has succeeded to the rights and 
titles of the South Pennsylvania & Ohio, and 
will shortly have a direct line, in connection 
with the Cleveland & Canton, between Wheel- 
ing and Cleveland, while within eight months 
the Wheeling & Lage Erie will have a through 
line from the Ohio River to the lake 1—— of 
Huron and Toledo. By either line the Pittsburg 
coal will be conveyed to the lake by a shorter 
route than any of the present routes. The 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, however. has the addi- 
tional advantage in being the nominal owner of 
the coal lands referred to, as the syndicate back 
of the coal company is composed of those inter- 
ested in the railroad and has purchased nearly 
all the availiable coal land in the vicinity. The 
mines will be opened within eighteen months, 
and will give employment to 3,000 miners. with a 
capacity of 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 tons coal per 
year.

Compulsory School Attendance, 

The Union Park Congregational Church has 
taken action as follows with reference to the 
proposed Compulsory Education law for the 
State of Lilinois:

A QUESTION OF ENDURANCE. 


How Filibusters May Operate Under the 
Present Rule.“ 

Wasaineton, D. C., Jan. 14— Special.! 
The passage of Mr. Randall's amendment to 
the House rules, abolishing the fixed hour of 
adjournment, will serve as a blow toward the 
speedy consideration of the Pacific Railway 
bill.

THE SENATE TARIFF BILL OCCUPIES 
THE TIME OF THE UPPER HOUSE, 
. 

Some Changes of Minor Importance Made 
in the Text of the Bil—Senater Hoar’s 
Resolution for Counting the Presiden- 
tial Vote—In the House the Rule Re- 
quiring a Dally Adjouroment at 8 
O'Clock Is Resended— Bills Introduced, 

Wasurneton, D. C. Jan. 14.—In the Senate 


Mr. Hoar introduced a concurrent resolution 
for the counting of the votes for President, 
which was referred to the Committee on 


Privileges and Elections. It provides that 


the two Houses of Congress shall assemdle 
in the hali of the House of Representatives 


Wednesday, Feb. 13, next at 1 o’clock in the 


afternoon; that the President of the Senate 
shall be the presiding officer; that two per- 
sons shall be appointed teliers on the part of 
the Senate and two on the part of the 
House, to make alist of the votes and to re- 
port the result to the President of the Sen- 
ate, whois to announce the state of the 
vote and the persons elected; und that that 
shall be deemed a deciaration;of the persons 
elected President and Vice-President of the 
United States and shali be entered on the 
journals of the two Houses. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consider- 
ation of the Iariff bill, and Mr. Allison, on 
the part of the Finance Committee, reported 
two new sections which he proposed to offer 
as amendments. They related toa bounty 
on sugar, and provide that until April, A. D. 
1900, there shall be paid to the producer of 
sugar, testing not less than 80 degrees by the 
polariscope, from beets, sorghum, or sugar 
cane grown within the Unitea States, a boun- 
ty of one cent per pound under such rules 
and regulations as the Commissioner cf In- 
ternal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, shall prescribe. 


Ine bounty is to be paid annually 
from the duties collected on imported 
sugar. The pending question was 
on the amendment offered by 


Mr. Gray last Saturday to Sec. 2,150 as to

Mr. Gray submitted some additional re- 
marks in favor of the amendment. 

After a iong debate the amendment was 
rejectea—yeas 24, nays 26—the vote Seing 
on strict party lines. 

Mr. Allison moved to add to paragraph 788 
on the free list (**logs’’) the words: and 
round unmanufactured timber not specialiy 
enumerated or provided for.“ Agreed to 
without a division.

Mr. Aldrich, from the Finauce Committee, 
offered several amendments which were 
agreed to; among them being one to puta 
rate of 35 cents per pound on boot, shoe, and 
corset lacings, and to increase the rate on all 
manufactures of cotton not specially enu- 
merated from 35 to 40 per cent ad valorem.

FARMERS FIGHTING DRAINAGE PROJECTS. 
Douglas County Excited Over a Scheme to 
Dig a Big Canal. 

Tuscox A. III., Jan. 14—[Special.]—The 
great question which is now receiving tke 
attenuon of the people of Central 
and especially those of Champaign, 
and Piatt Counties, is that of drainage and 
the construction of huge channels or canals 
through the low lands by means of steam 
dredges. Within the last three years, or 
since the new Drainage law went into effect, 
one of these dredge canals has been con- 
structed in each of these counties, and in 
every instance the costs have been piled up 
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the poorer landown- 
ers or those whose property was already in- 
cumbered were compelled to sell their lands 
to meet the assessments against them for 
supposed benefits. 
ne of these channels was cut for a dis- 
tance of seven miles in Garrett Township, 
this Ket, a county, last year at a cost of 
about $60,000. It is now said the channel is 
filling up, by reason of the sides being left 
so steep by the dredge boat that the 
embankments cave in during the winter. 
The Dry Fork Canal, which is about thirteen 
miles jong and drains about 30,000 acres of 
low lands in Piatt County, cost the land- 
owners of that section $200,000. The ditch 
is unpopular with tne landowners, as it left 
great embankments on the sides of the water- 
Way, making the water at all times inacces- 
sible to stock, 

At present the landowners of Tuscola, 
Arcola, and Bowder Townships are_highly 
agitated over the big channel which 1s to be 
built th h this county, commencing two 
miles northwest of Tuscola and running 
southeasterly to the Embarras River, where 
it is to und an outlet. The main channel is 
to be from twenty to thirty feet wide and 
from seven to twelve feet deep, and its length 
will be about fourteen miles. Into this main 
pt ta r will 4 — from ail 

rections, a u len ey will aggregate 
over a hundred miles. The originators of 
this scheme have already secvred a 
mandamus from Judge Vaieof the Circuit 
Court ordering 4% miles this 
canal built from what is known as Ficklin 
Fool to the Embarras River, but over the 
other eight miles of the canal there is to be 
ua bitter struggle between the landowners 
and the combine that is pushing the scheme 
against their mill. Meetings have been heid 
by the farmers ia wr school house to pro- 
test against the dredge boat being intro- 
duced and the landowners to pay 
for something they do not ask for.
